The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the questions whether the claims 
are fully supported by the description, are made: 

Claims 7-8, 11-13, 16-17, and 22-31 are objected to under PCT Rule 66\2(a)(v) as lacking clarity under PCT Article 6 because 
claims are indefinite for the following rcason(s): 

Claim 7, line 1: "said impellers" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 1 1 : "said hub outer diameter"' , "said first and second lengths" f and "third impeller angle" lack antecedent basis. 
Claim 16, line 1 : "said impellers" lacks antecedent basis. 
Claim 25, line 1; "said impellers" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 29: "said hub outer diameter" and "said first and second lengths" lack antecedent basis. 

Claims 22-25, 27, and 29 improperly depend from claim 20. These claims should apparently depend from claim 21. 
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
